Giant blast furnace 
for heritage coast? 


DUBIOUS Dutch 
tycoon Pieter Van 
Bleuw has emerged 
as the man behind 
a highly controver¬ 
sial plan by a 
Brussels-backed 
European power 
consortium to build 
a large industrial 
smelting plant on 
the Welsh heritage 
coast near 
Bridgend. 

If the multi-million 
pound project goes 
ahead, the consortium 
insists that the coke¬ 
burning blast furnace, 
featuring a steel tubu¬ 
lar ‘chimney’, emitting 
noxious gases into the 
atmosphere, will pres¬ 
ent “very little risk to 
human health or the 
environment”. 

The mind-boggling 
scheme will also see a 
huge industrial jetty 
and ore storage yards 
built on the beach at 
Ogmore-by-Sea or 
Llantwit Major.

School theft brings 
‘restorative’ justice 


AN incident at 
Mynydd Cynffig 
Infants School, 
Kenfig Hill in 
January has been 
dealt with by means 
of ‘restorative jus¬ 
tice’, according to 
police. 

A spokesman reported 
that a storage shed was 
broken into at the school 
and property removed. 
“Following an investiga¬ 
tion, four local culprits 
were apprehended and 
the stolen property was 
later returned to the 
school. 

“After admitting to 
what they had done and 
at the request of the 
school a ‘restorative jus¬ 
tice’ meeting was held, 
involving police, the 
school, the boys and 
their parents. 

“It was agreed that the 
boys would carry out 
some work at the school 
as recompense for their 
actions. 

“They apologised to 
the head teacher and set 
about carrying out 
chores on the school 
grounds over two days 
during the half-term hol¬ 
idays. These included 
digging over and fertiliz¬ 
ing the vegetable patch, 
cleaning drains, picking 
up litter and sweeping up 
leaves,” the spokesman 
said. 

They were supervised 
by the local Pyle and 
Cornelly PCSOs who 
“made sure that all the 
work was carried out 
properly and that the 
boys took their responsi¬ 
bilities seriously”. 

Head teacher Amanda 
Stanford commented: “I 
was very pleased with 
the work the boys did 
over the half term and I 
feel ‘restorative justice’ 
is a good approach to use 
with young offenders. 

“This is the second 
time that we as a school 
have chosen this route 
and we hope that we are 
continuing to ‘educate’ 


these youths to make the 
right choices in life and 
help them to make the 
best of themselves.” 

PC Steve Carpenter, 
the Porthcawl sector 
Schools Liaison Police 
Officer added: “This is 
the second occasion that 
restorative justice has 
been used to address 
criminal activity by 
young people in the 
school. It has been 
found to have a greater 
impact than putting 
offenders though the 
criminal justice system. 

“The number of inci¬ 


dents reported to police 
by the school has 
dropped significantly 
since the start of the 
process and it is hoped 
that these young people 
will be able to repay 
their debt to the school 
during their own time 
under supervision of the 
local neighbourhood 
policing team and the 
schools caretaker. 

“It certainly seemed 
like these boys had 
learned their lesson and 
they all said that they 
would not be repeating 
their behavior in future.”

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Bridgend students visit Auschwitz as part 
of latest Holocaust education programme 


PUPILS from schools around south 
Wales - including a number from 
Bridgend county borough - have been 
taken on a ‘day trip’ to a destination 
that is synonymous with humanity at its 
most inhuman - Auschwitz. 

The visit was organised by the Holocaust 
Educational Trust, a charity based in the UK, 
as part of its ‘Lessons From Auschwitz’ proj¬ 
ect, which takes pupils out to Poland to visit 
the death camps that will forever be linked 
with the Nazis’ ‘Final Solution to the Jewish 
problem’. 

The project’s long-term aim is to take two 
pupils from every secondary school in the UK 
out to Auschwitz, and for these pupils to be 
‘ambassadors’ who can pass on their experi¬ 
ences to their peers, and ensure that the 
Holocaust is never forgotten. 

So, for those pupils - all volunteers - the 
day promised to be harrowing, with the 
added burden of the heavy responsibility of 
telling their story back home. 

Philip Irwin of The GEM joined the party, 
which included pupils from Archbishop 
McGrath, Porthcawl, Ynysawdre, Maesteg, 
Bryntirion and Ysgol Gyfun Llanhari. 

It was no less harrowing for him. 




W HEN it comes to studying the 
events surrounding the 
Holocaust, I would like to think 
of myself as quite well informed. I have 
read books on the subject, and seen a 
number of documentaries. 

Add to that the frequency with which it crops up 
in dramatic form, in films, novels, theatre and TV, 
and I felt that I knew enough. Certainly, I felt that I 
didn’t want to look any closer, or do any more 
research. 

However, a visit to Auschwitz in Poland forces 
you to turn around and take another look. 

The pupils were not thrown into the experience 
unprepared. They had all been to an orientation 
seminar a week before going. Also, they were all 
due at another post-event seminar to talk about 
their experiences. 

That is a good idea, because there is something 
about the physical act of walking around the 
Auschwitz complex that robs you of the power of 
coherent speech. 

There are a number of perceptive and honest 
contributions from pupils accompanying this piece, 
but they all came after a few days’ reflection. 

No one was saying much at the time - either 
adults or ‘children’. 

The Holocaust Educational Trust takes the view 
that the sheer scale of what took place at Auschwitz 
is more than people can take in. The numbers are 
so vast that you cease to think of the victims as 
individuals. 

The thrust of the day, therefore, is to ‘reperson¬ 
alise’ the Holocaust, and the first step towards this 
goal is to start the day in Oswiecim. When the 
Germans invaded, Oswiecim was a town where the 
Jewish majority lived harmoniously with the Polish 
Catholics who made up most of the remainder of 
the town’s 14,000 population. 

It had a large military barracks, which was ideal 
for the Nazis’ purposes, and that barracks became 
Auschwitz (the Germanic version of Oswiecim). 
Since the war ended, the town has reverted, not sur¬ 
prisingly, to the Polish version. 

At Oswiecim, the pupils were shown the site of 
the former (large) synagogue, which was burned 
down by the invaders. They then took a short walk 
and were welcomed into the (much smaller) present 
day synagogue by Rabbi Barry Marcus, a veteran 


of such trips. 

Rabbi Barry talked about life in the town before 
the war, and about after the war. Many Oswiecim 
Jews were probably among the first to die in 
Auschwitz. Those who were able to escape and sur¬ 
vive the war, chose to seek new lives elsewhere. 

Rabbi Barry revealed that one man did return - a 
man so traumatised that he spoke to no one, and 
lived the rest of his life as a mute witness to the 
past. 

However, I believe the main reason for the visit 
to the synagogue were the photographs on the 
walls. Nothing remarkable - that was the point. 

The photographs were all pre-war, and were sim¬ 
ple scenes of everyday life. 

There were class photos from school, family 
groups or social occasions - exactly what you 
would expect from a small town community. It was 
understated, but there would be a powerful echo in 
Auschwitz Birkenau as night fell, seven hours later. 

The military barracks that are now known as 
Auschwitz One are part of the town, in the same 
way that the local secondary school is part of a 
town like Porthcawl or Bridgend. It covers about 
the same area too, but with more barrack buildings 
and little in the way of playing fields. 

It only took a few minutes before we were being 
ushered past the gates that said ‘Arbeit Macht Frei’. 
It was almost six hours since we had checked in at 
Cardiff Airport and it was starting to snow. 

The staff at Auschwitz are now used to taking 
parties of school pupils around, and we were all 
equipped with headphones so that we could hear 
every word spoken by Katerina, our guide. 

It is at Auschwitz One that you find all the 
exhibits. One block has been left to show what the 
living conditions were like - although ‘living’ con¬ 
ditions is quite the wrong term. 

Other blocks are given over to the collections 
that most people know about - a room where the 
‘exhibit’ is hundreds of suitcases, all neatly labeled 
by families who believed they were being relocated 
to start a new life, or another room with shoes. 

As you enter these blocks, a sign over the door 
says ‘Evidence of Crimes’ a grim reminder that 
still, to this day, certain groups tie logic in knots to 
try and explain away what went on here. 

As with so many things about Auschwitz, it is 
the scale that gets to you. The room with the shoes, 
for instance, is actually a narrow corridor, perhaps 
25 yards long. You take a step in and you can see. 


behind the glass to your left and to your right, thou¬ 
sands of shoes piled 12 feet high. 

I took that first step and really did not want to go 
any further. Part of me was saying “I’ve seen 
enough” while part of me insisted on seeing it all, 
so I walked the 25 yards looking to one side, and 
then walked back looking the other. 

As we left the building, one teacher who was 
accompanying her pupils said to me: “I was alright 
in there until I saw a matching pair.” 

The scale of Auschwitz is such that the small 
things tend to have a big impact. For me, it was in 
the ‘hair room’ where this time the exhibit is human 
hair, again piled about 12 feet high behind a glass 
window, and once again stretching maybe 20 yards. 

The hair was, of course, cut from the living, who 
had their heads shaved before being assigned to 
labouring duties, and from the dead - once the gas 
chambers had done their job. 

However, once again it was the small details that 
hit home. In a cabinet in a comer of the room were 
a number of documents - business contracts - and 
there was the price agreed for this hair with (pre¬ 
sumably) a wig-maker back in the Fatherland. 

It was 50 pfennigs a kilo. 

The pupils spent probably about two hours walk¬ 
ing around Auschwitz One. I think that there was 
much more to see, but it was time to take the short 
bus ride to Birkenau. It was snowing quite heavily 
now, and our party would be spending the next four 
hours almost entirely out of doors. 

The pupils were familiar with Birkenau (also 
known as Auschwitz Two).. They recognised the 
watchtower, and they knew where the trains would 
pull up, with families leaving the trains to be 
assessed and assigned - sent either to work parties 
or to the gas chambers. 

This time, we are not talking about a school on 
the outskirts of a town. 

We are talking about a large industrial estate. 

Only a few of the huts that made up the living 
quarters are still standing, but the foundations are 
visible as they stretch away to the right and to the 
left. The pupils don’t need more than 10 minutes 
inside one to realise how dreadful the conditions 
must have been. 

Then, with the snow still falling, we set off on a 
long walk along the rail tracks, heading towards the 
gas chambers. It was a long walk and is not ‘tourist 
friendly’. We stumbled and slipped across the 
uneven ground - but nobody complains. 


Auschwitz was liberated by the Red Army and, 
as the Russians approached, the Nazis tried to 
destroy the gas chambers. 

As a result, the two mined buildings have been 
left as they were, with a board erected to explain 
where the different rooms in the building were, and 
detailing what happened where. In the morning, in 
Auschwitz One, we had been shown a model of the 
gas chambers, so it was not difficult to visualise 
them in working order. 

About 400 yards from the gas chambers, there is 
one building still standing, and it is this building 
that is an echo of the synagogue in the morning. 
During the liberation of Auschwitz, a suitcase was 
discovered filled with hundreds of family pictures. 

After the war, Jewish organisations tried to iden¬ 
tify the families, and to find out what became of 
them. 

Sadly, that was only possible in the case of a 
small number. As a result, these family groups live 
on in a room devoted to their memory. 

Occasionally, the family group is alongside some 
biographical details: where they came from; what 
business they were in; when they were arrested by 
the Nazis - and whether any of the family survived. 

There were precious few who did. 

Finally, Rabbi Barry Marcus conducted a short 
service, and made a passionate speech about the 
need to remember the Holocaust. 

Then, the pupils lit candles and placed them on 
the end of the railway lines. It was dark now, and 
still snowing, and the party then made the long 
walk back towards the infamous watchtower - and 
their waiting buses. 

I must confess that when I first heard about the 
trip, I felt sorry for the pupils - even though they 
were volunteers. 

It seemed a heavy responsibility, and that too 
much was being asked of them. 

However, I can only point to the following quote 
from Rebecca and Siobhan from Bryntirion 
Comprehensive School: “It is clear to our family 
and friends how much the trip has changed our 
perspective on, not only the Holocaust but our out¬ 
look on the world itself 

“It was unbelievable that humans could inflict 
such pain upon one another. We have learned to 
appreciate our lives and cherish what we have. 

“And most importantly to never hate, as hate 
was at the very root of this travesty. ” 
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Pupils receive the darkest history lesson 
possible as they visit Nazi death camps

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G rey, silent and desolate are 
the only ways to describe the 
cold landscape of the 
Auschwitz concentration camps. 

We arrived in Poland early with the LFA 
project team leaders. The project succeeded in 
its aims to re-humanise the Holocaust. 

We spent the day touring the main camps - 
Auschwitz and Birkenau, after visiting the site 
where Poland’s biggest synagogue once stood, 
a hub of pre-war Jewish life. 

The weather was unforgiving, yet compara¬ 
tively warm compared to the conditions the 
prisoners of the camp would have endured. 

They fought suffocation, starvation, disease, 
and, of course, the constant threat of the gas 
chambers. 

We followed the path millions before us 
took, though at least with the comfort of a 
promised return, beneath the cynical words 
Arbeit Macht Fref- work makes you free. 

Upon touring the camp, we were shown the 
museum exhibits within the converted bar¬ 
racks. Horrors lay trapped behind glass panels: 
baby baskets, human hair and remains. 

Among these last traces of evidence left by 
the Nazis was the un-cleared blackened ruins 
of the Birkenau gas chambers that claimed the 
lives of millions of innocent people. 

Despite the emotional turmoil of the day. 
Rabbi Barry assured us of the hope for the 
future before we laid our memorial candles on 
the tracks leading to Birkenau. 

It is clear to our family and friends how 
much the trip has changed our perspective on, 
not only the Holocaust but our outlook on the 
world itself. 

It was unbelievable that humans could inflict 
such pain upon one another. We have learned 
to appreciate our lives and cherish what we 
have. 

And most importantly to never hate, as hate 
was at the very root of this travesty.

I WAS apprehensive about going to 
Auschwitz as I was nervous about 
what I would see, and how upset¬ 
ting I would find the whole day. 

We visited Auschwitz One and Two. The 
whole environment was bleak and depressing. 

A mist covered the surrounding barren land 
as far as the eye could see and the temperature 
was below freezing. 

We were all really cold, even though we 
were wrapped up warm in plenty of clothes. I 
just found it so hard to imagine how anyone 
could survive these severe conditions with the 
minimum of clothing, probably no footwear 
and for an indefinite period, and with little or 
no food. 


It was so hard to imagine and has made me 
realise just how hard things must have been for 
them. I felt guilty for just even thinking that I 
was cold and tired. 

The museum itself was not what I expected 
as it had a ‘touristy’ feel about it. Again, I 
found it difficult to quantify how many people 
had been put to a needless death, the slow tor¬ 
ture of those permitted to live and the separa¬ 
tion of families from their loved ones. 

The cruelty and pointless deaths really 
touched me and made me realise how lucky I 
am and what a privileged life I have. 

When it turned dark, we walked back along 
the railway track. It was pitch dark and we 
only had the track to guide us. I was really 
frightened by the experience. 

While the trip to Auschwitz was upsetting, it 
has really touched me and made me realise 
how brave and strong the prisoners were. I am 
not sure that I could have been so brave.

I T was shocking to be able to stand 

where the SS guard would decide which 
way the prisoners would go. 

It affected me more when I was home 
because I had time to actually think about what 
happened there and could imagine all the starv¬ 
ing people walking around in just thin clothing 
in the extreme temperatures (-25°c). 

It was hard to believe that they were at a 
concentration camp because there were so 
many people walking around with cameras and 
so on. 

The walk back hit me the most when in the 
dark and walking down the middle of the rail¬ 
way track, I looked up at the watch tower. It 
sent shivers down my spine just thinking that a 
guard once occupied the building while thou¬ 
sands arrived every day beneath him. 

Auschwitz One was also extremely disturb¬ 
ing just seeing the notorious Arbeit Macht Frei 
sign, which is very misleading. 

The torture cells were also enough to make 
you think if you wanted to know any more 
about what happened there. The thought of 
having to be in a cell with no food or water for 
10 days, or being in a cell occupied by four 
men at a time in such cramped conditions that 
you couldn’t sit down for days, was enough to 
make me question whether the Nazis were even 
human. 

How could they take part in such horrific 
happenings? 

It was also very strange to think that just 
around the corner from Auschwitz One was 
where many of the SS guards lived with their 
families - as if they were doing nothing wrong. 

After visiting Auschwitz, it is easy to see 
why the Holocaust is seen as the single most 
evil act ever caused by humans in history.

Mr Williams added: 
“The Ogmore Retired 
Residents did indeed 
meet in the hotel, which 
facility I gave them for 
free.” 

Mr Williams said that 
his main business was 
from resident guests who 
were mainly visiting the 
industrial estates around 
Bridgend, but this 
drained away when trav¬ 
el lodge type hotels were 
developed locally. 

He went on: “Tourists 
staying at the hotel were 
very rare - the Heritage 
Coast is mainly a day trip 
destination for local 
south Wales people. 


“There is not a sus¬ 
tainable business here - 
evidence the closing of 
the other hotels in the 
village. Further, the cur¬ 
rent building would also 
need very expensive 
upgrading to ensure its 
full compliance with 
recent health and safety, 
fire regulations and dis¬ 
abled access to maintain 
its use as a hotel which, 
of course, totally ruins its 
financial viability.” 

Mr Williams said he 
was well aware that the 
village needed a commu¬ 
nity space and his appli¬ 
cation includes a facility 
dedicated to that. 

He pointed out that in 
2006, he had offered to 


build the village a sepa¬ 
rate village hall with a 
bar and kitchen out of the 
profits from the then 
development but that 
was turned down by the 
village hall committee. 

He said that the new 
plans would not detract 
from the village and he 
had taken on board the 
observations made by the 
planning inspector four 
years ago, who said that 
he wanted the mass of 
the building broken up. 

He added that this 
application would 
replace a crumbling 
building that he could 
not afford to maintain.

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OBITUARY: DICK RICHINGS 

Former police officer who 
became a national hero 


A FORMER police 
officer who retired 
to Porthcawl has 
died at the age of 96. 

But Chief Supt Dick 
Richings was no ordinary 
police officer - he was 
one of a very select band 
awarded the George 
Medal for bravery. 

He received his award 
for disarming a gunman 
in 1960 and he and his 
wife Wendy and daughter 
Myra made the trip to 
Buckingham Palace to 
collect the award. 

The incident took 
place in the main street of 
Tonyrefail and involved 
a man called Kenneth 
Stallard who was waving 
a double barrelled shot¬ 
gun while villagers 
watched from their 
upstairs windows. 

Richings and three 
junior colleagues con¬ 
fronted the man who had 
been arrested twice 
before and said he would 
not be taken again. 

Richings managed to 
pounce and grab the gun. 
Two further weapons 
were found including a 
screwdriver and a claw 


hammer and the man was 
arrested. 

He later smashed up 
his cell with a radiator 
pipe and he was finally 
restrained by three offi¬ 
cers and sedated. He was 
later sent to Broadmoor. 

Shortly afterwards, the 
Richings family were liv¬ 
ing above Penarth Police 
Station and were over¬ 
come by fumes. His 12- 
year-old son roused his 
father at 6am and Mr 
Richings managed to get 
downstairs before col¬ 
lapsing from the effects 
of carbon monoxide poi¬ 
soning. 

Mr Richings was bom 
in 1913 in Cardiff, where 
his father was a police¬ 
man. He joined the 
Grenadier Guards before 
becoming a police officer 
with the old Glamorgan 
Constabulary. 

During the war, he 
became a military police¬ 
man, meeting the King 
when some dead German 
soldiers were washed 
ashore at Battle in 
Sussex. 

He later rejoined the 
police and served in 
Aberdare, Llantrisant, 


Penarth and Neath before 
ending up as chief super¬ 
intendent in charge of the 
Bridgend division. 

He retired to 
Porthcawl and enjoyed 
gardening, surviving a 
triple by-pass operation 
at the age of 84. 

His wife died in 1991 
and he is survived by his 
son and daughter. An 
obituary on Ch Supt 


Richings was written by 
his friend Gwyn Petty of 
Danygraig and was pub¬ 
lished in the Daily 
Telegraph. 

Mr Petty said that Mr 
Richings was an out¬ 
standing police officer 
and his medal rank s only 
just below a Victoria 
Cross as far as bravery is 
concerned.

Wartime crash pilot’s 
local family sought 


ATTEMPTS are 
being made to 
trace the relatives 
of a pilot who was 
killed in a 
wartime tragedy. 

Edwin Thomas, 
one of five children 
from Bridgend, died 
when his Lancaster 
bomber crashed 
while returning 
from a bombing raid 
over Nuremburg in 
March 1944. 

All eight crew 
members were 
killed when it crash 
landed at RAE 
Welford in 

Berks hi re in a black 
night for the RAE - 
as it was the 101st 
plane lost that night. 

A memorial to 
the crew has been 
erected by 

Ridgeway military 
and aviation 


research groups at 
the airfield, which 
was an American 
base in the war. 

Their researches 
have revealed that 
this bomber was a 
special operations 
plane which had 
been carrying secret 
electronic counter¬ 
measures to try and 
confuse German 
fighters and gun¬ 
ners. 

Very often, the 
crews were not 
allowed to tell their 
families of these 
secret activities. The 
circumstances of 
this crash are still 
not fully explained. 

The group has 
managed to trace 
relatives of the crew 
in England, Canada 
and Australia and 
only two families 
remain untraced. 


The memorial is 
the focal point for a 
joint Anglo- 

American ceremony 
every year on the 
anniversary of the 
crash. 

They now believe 
that Edwin was 
from Bridgend and 
had married a local 
girl. He was only 26 
when he died. 

The group wants 
to contact family 
members so that 
they can take part in 
the anniversary 
commemorations 
and also be told 
more about Edwin’s 
war work.

War memorial 
to be moved? 

CEFN CRIBWR Community 
Council wants to move the village 
war memorial to Mynydd Bach 
common. 

The war memorial consists of memorial 
tablets bearing the names of those killed in 
both World Wars, which are affixed to the 
walls of a bus shelter next door to Cefn 
Institute. 

The shelter itself was originally construct¬ 
ed as the war memorial and is looked after by 
the community council. 

But the shelter is a magnet for local young¬ 
sters, being located in the centre of the vil¬ 
lage, and has been subject to repeated vandal¬ 
ism. 

The council has decided to erect a new 
memorial on the common, where it would be 
away from such pressures. 

Bridgend County Borough Council’s cabi¬ 
net, which controls the common, will decide 
next week whether to modify the scheme of 
regulation of the common to enable a war 
memorial to be placed there. 

This is subject to three months notice and 
will go ahead if no objections are received. 

If objections to the modification are 
lodged, a further report will have to come 
before cabinet.

A court heard that pupils at the £1,200- 
a-term school discovered the memory 
stick in an IT classroom. 

Prosecutor Meirion Davies said they 
plugged it into a computer to discover 
who owned the stick - and saw three 
video files in a folder named ‘Mine’. 

He said: ‘Mercifully, the children did¬ 
n’t open these videos on the stick. They 
saw accompanying images, including one 
of a naked girl and the caption “teen with 
budding breasts”. 

Newport Crown Court heard that 
pupils gave the stick to the headmistress 
of St John’s independent school. One 
pupil told the court: “Some pupils were 
saying they were going to blackmail the 
teacher, but changed their minds, realis¬ 
ing what it was and how serious it was.

Broadlands children 
may need to move 
to other local schools 


CHILDREN living 
on parts of the 
Broadlands estate 
at Bridgend will no 
longer be able to 
attend Maes Yr 
Haul Primary 
school - because it 
cannot cope with 
the demand for 
places. 

Although the school 
was specially built to 
cater for children on this 
new estate, it seems 
planners did not antici¬ 
pate the level of 
demand, the school that 
was provided is simply 
not big enough - and 
there is no room to 
expand. 

This means that in 
future, some children 
living there will have to 
attend Trelales Primary 
School in Laleston. 

However, the changes 
apply only to children 
who will be reaching 
school age in September 
2011, and not those 
already in the school. 

Bridgend’s cabinet 
will discuss next 
Tuesday (April 6) 
whether to redraw the 
catchment boundaries 
for the two schools giv¬ 
ing parts of Broadlands 
estate to Trelales. 


Parents at Broadlands 
have expressed their 
concern at this proposal 
following public consul¬ 
tation. 

A report to cabinet 
from Mark Beauchamp 
of children’s services, 
says that the continued 
expansion of Broadlands 
estate means that the 
number of children 
requiring a school place 
will continue to grow. 

He said that it was not 
necessary to carry out a 
wide scale re-configura- 
tion of catchments areas 
for all schools in that 
area, as originally 
thought, and it was clear 
that just altering the 
catchments of the two 
schools - Maes yr Haul 
and Trelales - would 
cater for the situation. 

The overall capacity 
of Maes yr Haul is 483 
pupils - seven year 
groups of 69 pupils. 
There are an average of 
100 births per year to 
families on Broadlands. 

However, some chil¬ 
dren at Broadlands 
attend schools else¬ 
where, including the 
Welsh medium and faith 
schools. 

The report proposes 
expanding the Trelales 
catchment area to 
include the new devel-

There have also been 
critical reports into the 
entire flagship anti¬ 
poverty programme, 
because it has not been 
producing the outcomes 
that had been hoped for. 

So far, the programme 
has received £241 mil¬ 
lion over the past eight 
years to spend in the 
most deprived communi¬ 
ties in Wales. 

Mr Sergeant said that 
he needs to be assured 
that Community First 
Partnerships in Wales 
have robust financial 
management and gover¬ 
nance before he will 
commit any further sub¬ 
stantial funding. 

A spokesman for 
Bridgend County 

Borough Council, which 
co-ordinates the schemes 


in the borough, said that 
they are run according to 
the rules and guidelines 
set down by the Welsh 
Assembly Government. 

There are 

Communities First 
schemes running in 
Caerau, Betws, 

Blackmill, Llangeinor, 
Wildmill, Marlas in 
Comelly, Sarn and part 
of Brackla. 

The areas were identi¬ 
fied according to their 
ranking on an index of 
multiple deprivation 
established in 2000 and 
updated in 2005. 

The schemes in 
Bridgend borough aim to 
encourage local people to 
become more involved in 
improving the areas in 
which they live, and the 
prospects of the people 
who live there. 

They focus on com¬ 
munity safety; health and 
well being; education, 
skills and training; child 
poverty and the environ¬ 
ment. 

A spokesman for the 
Vale Council said that 
there are Communities 
First Partnerships in two 
areas of Barry - 
Castleland and 

Gibbonsdown and Court. 
Their funding has been 
approved until March 31 
2012.

Laleston by car, increas¬ 
ing congestion at the 
main exit to the estate. 


Also mentioned were 
the lack of a safe walk¬ 
ing route to Trelales 
from Broadlands and 
difficulties for parents 
with children in both 
schools. 

There was also a feel¬ 
ing that children who 
start at Maes yr Haul’s 
nursery should be 
allowed to enter the 
reception class. 

Parents were also 
concerned that the coun¬ 
cil had failed to provide 
enough school places at 
Maes yr Haul. 

The council, in 
response to these con¬ 
cerns, has said it will 
provide places for sib¬ 
lings at Maes Yr Haul by 
using what flexibility it 
has within the admis¬ 
sions system. It will also 
create a safe walking 
route or provide free 
school transport. 

It may also allocate 
the new developments 
and social housing to 
Trelales immediately, so 
that numbers at Maes yr 
Haul will reduce, allow¬ 
ing greater flexibility to 
cater for new entrants. 

The council is to 
investigate creating a 
safe route to school, 
which would cost 
£50,000, plus the cost of 
the land.

KICK-ASS - DOES EXACTLY 
WHAT IT SAYS ON THE TIN! 


M atthew 

VAUGHN 
made his 
name as Guy 
Ritchie’s producer, 
helping to produce 
the director’s dou¬ 
ble whammy of 
Lock, Stock and 
Two Smoking 
Barrels and Snatch. 

Yet Vaughn always 
harboured ambitions of 
stepping behind the cam¬ 
era, and was given the 
opportunity to prove 
himself with Layer Cake 
in 2004. Aside from 
bringing Daniel Craig to 
the attention of the pro¬ 
ducers of a certain spy 
franchise, the film also 
showed that Vaughn was 
a more than capable 
director, taking a genre 
that had been well worn, 
ironically due to the suc¬ 
cess of the film he had 
produced, and reinvigo¬ 
rated it. 

Following that up 
with Stardust, an adapta¬ 
tion of Neil Caiman’s 
novel, Vaughn again 
showed his directorial 
chops, and his third film, 
an adaptation of Mark 
Millar and John Romita 
Jr’s comic book, Kick- 
Ass, now hits cinemas. 

Aaron Johnson plays 
Dave Lizewski, a 
teenager who wonders 
why, given the world we 


live in today, there aren’t 
any superheroes on the 
streets. 

He becomes Kick- 
Ass, a superhero defend¬ 
ing the rights of ordinary 
citizens; but unlike the 
comic books, the crimi¬ 
nals he comes into con¬ 
tact with are of the real 
and dangerous kind, in 
particular Frank 
D’Amico (Mark Strong). 

However, the likes of 
Big Daddy (Nicolas 
Cage), Hit Girl (Chloe 
Moretz) and the shady 
Red Mist (Christopher 
Mintz-Plasse) are also 
on hand, as Dave sud¬ 
denly realises just what 
he’s gotten himself 
into... 

If you were to see 
Spiderman or Superman 
walking down the street, 
what would your first 
reaction be? Probably 
laughter, swiftly fol¬ 
lowed by the wonder¬ 
ment of why exactly 
somebody was dressed 
in spandex vowing to 
fight crime. 

It is this type of reali¬ 
ty that Kick-Ass takes 
place in, the real world 
where the concept of a 
man (or woman) dress¬ 
ing up to fight crime is 
as ludicrous as it seems. 

Yet Matthew Vaughn 
and co-writer Jane 
Goldman aren’t here to 
mock the world of the 
superhero - far from it; 


instead, it is a film that 
takes a loving look at the 
comic book genre, and 
pays attentions to the 
rules while simultane¬ 
ously prodding and pok¬ 
ing it, and it makes for 
an incredibly watchable 
and enjoyable film. 

By now everybody 
should be conditioned to 
know the rules of the 
superhero world. Watch 
Batman Begins, 
Spiderman, Iron Man et 
al and you’ll know how 
the story plays out; char¬ 
acter decides to right the 
wrongs of the world, 
gets a costume, learns 
life lessons along the 
way and overcomes the 
big evil before realising 
that this is just the start 
of a life fighting crime 
and bad guys. 

Kick-Ass doesn’t sub¬ 
vert this in any way, 
instead it is almost slav¬ 
ish to the format - Dave 
Lizewski is Peter Parker 
in all but name - but it is 
the reality the film is 
based in that gives it its 
edge. 

Just how does some¬ 
one go about fighting 
crime? Where do the 
outfits come from? 

These questions are all 
raised and answered 
early on in the film, and 
we get to see just how 
hard being a superhero 
can be.

Goldman’s script pays 
respect to Mark Millar’s 
comic book very much 
in the same way Zack 
Snyder brought 
Watchmen to the screen 
- all the detail is here, 
but it also adds more 
depth and detail, asking 
why people are so reti¬ 
cent to step in and act 
when things happen that 
shouldn’t happen - 
along with whether vigi¬ 
lante justice is a means 
to an end and the impact 
it has on both the vigi¬ 
lantes themselves and 
those closest to them. 

While not getting 
overtly deep, it is still 
highly commendable 
that themes like these 
are raised in what is a 
‘comic-book’ movie - it 
puts to shame some 
recent efforts that have 
bottled out of doing the 
same. 

Vaughn’s direction is 
exceptional here, and 
this is comfortably his 
most impressive outing 
yet. Taking his cue from 
the likes of Spiderman, 
the film is shot in the 
hues of the comic book 
world, Vaughn using the 
colours cleverly to recre¬ 
ate comic panels. 

He also uses comic 
strips to flesh out back- 
story and give the film a 
visual identity related to 
its genre origins. 

He knows his way 
around an action 
sequence as well, giving 
the film moments of real 
ingenuity to go with the 
shoot-outs and explo¬ 
sions - while the pacing 
of the film is perfect, 
Vaughn allowing the 
story to flow wonderful¬ 
ly- 

He also draws excel¬ 
lent performances from 
an eclectic cast, particu¬ 
larly Aaron Johnson in 
the lead. 

The English actor gets 
the accent perfectly, but 
more than that brings the 
character of Dave 
Lizewski to life with 
skill. Capturing the 
nerdish awkwardness of 
teen years with aplomb, 
he brings both an 
assured air and wonder¬ 
ful sense of innocence to 
the role, fleshing the 
character out excellently. 

With dependable s 
such as Nicolas Cage 
(with a understated turn) 
and Mark Strong (who is 
perfecting the art of vil¬ 
lainy with substance), 
along with youngsters 
such as Christopher 
Mintz-Plasse, Clark 
Duke, Evan Peters and 
Lyndsy Fonseca, the cast 
are incredible. However, 
the stand-out perform¬ 
ance by a country mile is 
Chloe Moretz as Hit 
Girl.

readers, who will no 
doubt flag this film up as 
corruption of youth. 
However, it is a turn of 
stunning maturity and 
chutzpah from the 
actress, whose butter 
wouldn’t melt 
demeanour is the perfect 
fit for the character. 

It is a performance 
that is far more than 
one-note, and, more 
importantly, works once 
the shock factor has run 
out. 

It’s a stand-out turn as 
much for the ‘what-did- 
she just-do/say’ factor, 
as it is for acting, but 
Moretz is the top of the 
chain in a cast that has 
no weak links at all. 

It is rare for a film to 
be unblemished, and no 
doubt some will point to 
the film’s subject matter, 
the slightly geeky feel 
and the stylised violence 
as negative factors; but 
to this reviewer’s eyes, 
these are not negatives, 
but positives that allow 
Kick-Ass to be one of the 
most thrilling and excit¬ 
ing films in recent 
months. 

It is like the Ronseal 
of the movie world - a 
film that does exactly 
what it says on the tin! 

VERDICT - Less a 
deconstruction of the 
superhero genre, and 
more a film that places 
the genre into the real 
world, Kick-Ass is a film 
that succeeds on every 
level, from the smart 
script, to Matthew 
Vaughn’s excellent 
direction, and a cast that 
are incredibly strong. 

Those who think 
spending two hours with 
a film like this is a waste 
of time can opt for 
something less impres¬ 
sive; those who give 
Kick-Ass their attention 
will not be disappointed.

the peninsula it stands 
on.
